Jim Dinkins of this city, is held in 
the Anderson jail on a 
charge of 
burglarizing a grocery store there. 
Dinkins is but eighteen years of age, 
but has been mixed up in 
several 
shady deals heretofore. 
When here 
he worked at the junk business and 
drove a wagon through the country. 
The lad was arrested by the An­ 
derson police last night and in com* 
pany with another suspect is held 
until their eases can be disposed of ! 
in the courts. 
It is likely that they ; 
will be arraigned in the police court 
tomorrow and then bound over to the 
grand jury, that the 
circuit court ! 
may dispose of the matter. 
Details of the robbery 
were not 
given in the message sent here, but it 
appears as if the police caught them 
“dead to rights” or 
have a strong 
case against them. 
The chief of 
police phoned City 
Marshal Price 
here 
line on Diakins’ char­ 
acter and also to learn if he had told 
the truth about the time he said he 
left Rushville and came to Anderson. 
The marshal called on Dinkins’ sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Dave Palmer, in West Sec­ 
ond street, and from her learned that 
Dinkins came to 
Rushville Friday 
night and left again Monday morn­ 
ing, going 
north on the 
Big Four 
railroad. 
It will be remembered that Dink­ 
ins is the young man that was sup­ 
posed to be the leader of a youthful 
gang of counterfeiters found in this 
county several months ago. 
It was 
said at the time that he was enlisting 
all the young men he could find to 
join him in the nefarious practice of 
making illicit coin. Capt. Hall of the 
Secret Service department came to 
Rushville, and in company with the 
local police, went to 
Dings, where 
they found a young man named Roy 
Smelser, making composition nickels 
and quarters in a blacksmith shop. 
Smelser had fallen a victim under the 
spell an4 magic of Dinkins’ descrip­ 
tion of the fortunes they could amass 
and was making 
the money 
while 
Dinkins was circulating it. 
Smelser 
was released and given 
some good 
advice about evil companions by the 
old sleuth, and a search was insti­ 
tuted to find Dinkins. 
Ile was lo­ 
cated at 
Anderson, where he 
had 
passed some of the spurious money, 
but later, on account of his youth 
was released and admonished “to go 
and sin no more.” 
It appears that the young man is 
“in bad” this trip for the story he 
told the Anderson police about the 
time of his arrival in Anderson and 
the story told by his sister here do 
not coincide.

that President Taft has been directly 
appealed to by Speaker Cannon and 
Leaders 
Pay ne 
and 
Dalzell. 
The 
actions of the “insu rg ents” are wor­ 
ry ing the leaders to ev en a g reater 
deg ree than they are willing to ad­ 
mit, and it is to bring these “recalci­ 
trants” into line that the president’s 
aid has been sou g ht. * 
It has been represented to Mr. Taft, 
according to cu rrent report, that the 
insu rg ents are not liv ing u p to the 
letter of the v erbal ag reement they 
made with him at the tim e of the 
fig ht ag ainst the hou se ru les at the 
beg inning of the present session. 
At 
that time the “insu rg ents” are said 
to hav e pledg ed themselv es not to 
oppose the tariff bill if the president 
wou ld ag ree to keep his hands off 
the fig ht to rev ise the ru les. 
This 
arrang em ent was ag reeable to Mr. 
Taft. 
Now the hou se leaders claim 
the “Insu rg ents” are not only op­ 
posing the bill bu t are making com­ 
binations with the Democrats to the 
ex tent of threatening the effectiv eness 
of the m easu re. 
They say they can

C ARNEGIE ON WAR SPIRIT. 


Tells a Peace So ciety That 
British 
Battleship Building Rev iv es It. 
M em bers of the Peace Society of the 
City of New York and a large g ath­ 
ering of others interested in interna­ 
tional arbitration listened recently to 
addresses by Andrew Carnegie and 
W u Ting Fang, Chinese m inister, at 
the Carnegie hail celebration in New 
York city of “the present condition of 
world peace.” 
Mr. Carnegie arraigned the policy of 
th e present B ritish gov ernm ent in re­ 
gard to building nav ies, which, he said 
had rev iv ed the w ar sp irit and begUD 
an international race in prov iding arm a­ 
m ents. 
The steel man, howev er, ex­ 
pressed his approv al of the suggestion 
m ade by a London w riter for an An­ 
glo-Am erican alliance in the interests 
of peace in the A tlantic and the P a­ 
cific. 
Speaking of this plan, Mr. Car­ 
negie said in part: 
This idea seems to hav e merits. 
We 
would simply announce to the world th at 
we would not perm it any power to attack 
these possessions. 
On the other hand, 
B ritain would not be committed to en­ 
gage in any w ar in which we unfortu­ 
nately engaged. Any power attacking us 
would know it could not attack our P a­ 
cific possessions without hav ing Britain 
to contend with. 
It would be made a condition th at the 
o ne need not help the other unless the 
party inv olv ed in dispute with another 
power should first offer settlem ent by 
peaceful arbitration. 
This being refused 
by its adv ersary, the treaty then to be­ 
come binding. 
The suggestion seems well worthy of 
consideration. 
It may be a step toward 
the final solution of the peace of the 
world by peaceful arbitration. 
We are 
not w ithout justification for indulging the 
hope and belief th at the leading nations, 
furthest adv anced In civ ilization, must 
come ev entually to this conclusion. 
In conclusion Mr. Carnegie said: 
Be of good cheer. 
No great cause is 
m aking such rapid progress as th at of the 
peaceful arbitration of international dis­ 
putes. 
There are those present tonight 
who will liv e to see w ar discarded by civ ­ 
ilized nations. Ju st as in our own genera­ 
tion slav ery, man owning, has passed 
away, so are the youth of today to see 
m an killing no longer disgracing civ iliza­ 
tion. 
Be of good cheer. 
All goes well. 
Men are soon to beat their swords Into 
plowshares and their spears into pruning 
hooks and learn w ar no more. 
W u T ing F ang said th a t the policy 
of China m ust be prim arily for peace 
and th a t any activ ity in prov iding an 
army and nav y w as only for protec­ 
tion.
